There  is  a long  string  of  other 
varieties  but  \on  could  not  tell 
them  from  these  if  you  saw  them 
growing  or  on  the  market,  so 
what’s  the  use  to  v.mste  time  telling 
you  about  them.  These  are  good, 
the  seed  grows  and  you  do  the  rest. 
Celery  can  be  grown  almost  any- 
where, but  will  do  best  on  ricii, 
sandy  loam  v ith  plenty  of  m-ois- 
ture.  Most  people  plant  in 
trenches  and  fill  in  as  the  plants 
grow;  this  is  the  a,pproved  method 
of  the  big  growers.  Celery  will 
not  stand  hot  weather  very  well 
and  will  not  stand  drought.  First 
get  good  plants  which  can  be 
grown  in  a box,  same  as  cabbage 
-and  tomatoes,  then  transplant, 
keep  them  moist,  well  cnltivatecl 
and  plant  eitlier  early  or  late. 
In  storing  for  winter,  dig  plants 
and  pack  i’a  dry  earth  or  sand, 
moisten  roots  slightly  and  keep 
in  a cool,  v/eil  v^entilated  place, 
but  where  it  v/ill  not  freeze.

Whole  handfuls  in  one  bunch 
and  a lot  of  bunches,  they  make  a beautiful 
picture  and  then  they  are  easy^  to  groAA^  and 
good  to  eat.  The  seeds  are  Avhite,  flat  and 
rather  large,  almost  like  little  Limas.

P>eans  majr  be  diAuded  into  seA'en  classes:  Green  Pod 
Bush,  Green  Pod  Pole,  YelloAv  Pod  Bush,  Yellow  Pod  Pole, 
Bush  Lima,  Pole  Lima  and  Navy  Bush.  There  are  many 
others,  in  fact  hundreds  of  varieties,  but  these  are  the 
ones  that  folks  knoAV  of  and  groAV  in  their  gardens  year 
after  year.  Each  one  has  its  own  good  qualities  and 
friends.  The  ones  listed  on  this  page  are  time  tried, 
5iothing  new  or  startling.  I groAV  them  in  my  OAvn 
garden  and  they  are  the  cream  of  the  list  of  beans. 
Bush  beans  should  be  drilled  in  rows  about  twenty 
inches  apart  and  a pound  of  seed  should  plant  a row 
about  150  to  200  feet  long,  o-r  they  may  be  planted  four 
beans  to  the  hill,  I like  both  Avays.  Beans  do  not  require 
(he  riche^t  they  aaHI  do  better  on  soil  containing  little 

cr  no  humus,  and  humus  is  Avhat  you  put  into  the  soil 
when  jmu  ploAv  under  straAV,  green  crops  of  Aveeds,  corn 
stalks  or  straAvy  manure.  An  old  stockyard  has  too 
much  humus  for  beans.  If  the  weather  is  AA^et  they  aaTII 
make  so  much  top  on  this  soil  that  they  Avill  forget  all 
about  beans.  Peas  are  eA^en  wmrse  on  rich  land,  plant 
them  on  thin  soil  and  save  such  rich  spots  for  pumpkins, 
squashes,  stock  beets,  sAAmet*  corn  and  cucumbers.

BURPEE’S  STRINGLESS  GREEN  POD  has  a strong,  up- 
right, vigorous  bush,  is  not  subject  to  rust,  absolutely 
stringless  and  bears  throughout  a long  season  if  kept 
picked;  is  a fat  broAvn  bean  with  a small  Avhite  eye.  This  is 
true  Avith  all  bush  beans;  if  you  alloAv  them  to  ripen  they 
ciuit  and  die,  same  with  folks  when  they  quit  Avork.  BOUN- 
TIFUL is  a light  brown  in  color  and  flat,  almost  kidney 
sliaped,  about  tiie  same  season  as  the  Burpee  .s  Striiigle:-  * 
Cireen  Pod,  but  for  some  reason  seems  to  be  a great  fa- 
A'orite  Avith  the  market  gardeners.  It’s  a good  bearer, 
of  course,  and  holds  up  well  after  picking,  AA’ill  ship  Avell 
and  keep  fresh  for  a long  time.  Lots  of  housewiAms  thin.k 
it’s  the  best  for  cold-pack  canning.  BRUNS  ALL  SEASONS 
has  more  good  qualities  than  most  other  va.iecies.  it  is 
as  good  as  any  and  better,  it’s  early,  big,  tender,  string- 
le^s  and  fine  ored,  try  it  and  see.  It’s  a green  pod. 
KED  VALENTINE  is  a great  emergency  bean.  It’s  as  good 
as  any  and  0^0  be  planted  early  and  late  and  sterns  to 
do  Avell  anywhere  and  eAmrywhere.  But  the  RED  KIDNEY 
is  a Aery  exceptional  ’oean,  not  so  much  used  just  be- 
cause folks  don't  knoAA^  about  it.  AYhen  planted  early 
is  good  eithe’’  for  table  use  or  canning. 

The  RED  KIDNEY^  is  equal  to  Navies  for  Boston  baked 
up  beans  and  for  late-  planting  to  pio^iuce  green 
beans  just  before  frost  they  should  be  planted 
about  July  first  or  before,  if  the  Aveather  is  at 
all  favorable  they  Avill  pioduce  a A\mnderful 
crop  and  the  best  time  to  can  beans  is  at  this 
time  of  year.  This  is  Avritten  on  C<  tober  3,  and. 

I haA^e  a row  150  feet  long  in  Avhich  I dril 
tAA'o  pounds  on  August  10,  and  they  are  just 
ready  to  give  me  a Avhopper  crop.  I am  only 
talking  about  two  A’arieties  of  Green  Pod  Pole 
because  they  are  later  and  most  folks  are  not 
prepared  to  handle  them.  It's  a little  mo 
AAork  to  get  the  poles,  although  lots  of  folks 
plant  them  AA’ith  other  crops  such  as  Castor 
Beans,  SunfloAvers  or  along  fences.  Probably 
the  most  satisfactory  crop  to  plant  Avith  beans 
for  support  is  corn — big  corn.  Plant  the  corn 
first,-  give  it  tAvo  Aveeks  start,  then  plant  the 
beans  right  in  the  hill  of  corn  or  Aery  near  it. 
That’s  AA'hy  vining  beans  are  sometimes  called 
corn-hill  beans.

is  all  you  Avculd  ini:r  irom  the  name.  Beans 
are  brown  but  darker  and  fatter  than  the 
green  pod  variety  of  that  name.  If  you  wan 
a lot  of  g'ood  beans,  pla.nt  this  variety  ac 
cording'  to  1113'  instructions  on  this  pag'e  anc 
jmu  will  not  be  disappointed.  There  is  a 
bush  and  a pole  varietj^  of  most  kinds  o^ 
beans.  Kentucky  Wonder  vrill  grow  most 
anj'where  along  fences,  aro'and  dead  trees  o 
on  corn  stalks. 

There  is  a pole  >7AYY  b'ut  we  do  not  like 
it  because  the  CUT  SHORT  fills  the  hill  anfi 
is  a much  better  producer.  The  bush  NAYY 
we  have  is  one  that  j’ou  can  tie  to.  I w 
necer  ta'aght  to  believe  in  signs  or  to  plant 
or  do  things  when  the  moon  was  right  but 
one  time  I had  about  an  acre  of  thin,  cla> 
land  that  did  not  even  grow  good  weeds  and 
following  the  advice  of  a good  old  neighbor, 
w]-o  gave  me  the  3USil  NAVY  BEANS,  I 
planted  them  in  the  light  of  the  moon  ii 
June,  the  result  was  that  I had  beans  enough 
to  last  the  whole  neighborhood  for  j'ears. 

I drilled  them  with  an  ordinary  corn 
planter,  double  rowliig,  used  thirty  pounds 
of  seed  to  the  acre.  You  can  do  it  as 
well  a.s  anj'bodj^,  cultivate  same  as  corn 
but  do  not  bother  3'ou.r  bean  crop  v/hen  the 
bu.shes  are  wet  with  either  dew*  or  rain,  it 
will  nearlj'  alwa^'s  cause  them  to  rust.  Navy 
beans  are  good  a.s  a so'ap  b^an  and  a 
the  variety  used  most  everjwdaere  now  for 
the  famous  Boston  Baked.  If  ;vou  don’t 
hiiow  hove  to  bake  them,  ask  me.  Soak  two 
pounds  of  beans  over  night  in  plenty  of  water, 
boil  for  an  hour,  or  more  if  the  "beans  are 
old.  Add  one  tablespoonful  of  salt,  one- 
eiahth  teaspoonful  of  pepper,  one-half  cup 
molasses  or  brown  sugar,  half  pound  of 
pork  cut  in  inch  cubes.  Bake  five  hours  ia 
stone,  porcelain  or  aluminum  vessel.  Cover  while  baking.  Eat  'em  hot  or  cold.  Most 
folks  b*uv  the  beans  at  the  store  or  buj'  them  canned;  they  are  e.  lot  better  if  jmu  grov. 
thenr  3-ourself  and  bake  tnem  3'ourself. 

The"!LI3IAS  have  not  been  left  till  the  la.«t  for  anj^  reason  as  they  have  a very  im- 
portant place  among  the  beans  although  folks  north  of  the  northern  part  of  Iowa  will 
not  iikelj'  get  along  with  the  Timas  on  ac^'ount  01  short  season.  Yo'a  can  plant  a Lima 
bean  with  safety  a.s  soon  as.anj'  bean  but  it  takes  a long  season.  If  it  should  not  get 
ripe  3"ou  have  ga.ined  a great  deal  as  the  green  beans  can  be  prepared  as  creamed 
bea-ns"  and  canned,  and  there’s  nothing  better.  I31FIIOVED  BUSH  Eh.tiA  is  earlier, 
will  neai’B'  always  get  in  time.  HENDERSON’S  BUSH  JLlMA  is  a mighty  close 
second,  both  good,  the  best  of  the  list  of  bush  Juimas. 

KING  OF  THE  GARDEN  is  the  Pole  Lima  that  everivbod^"  wants  for  thev*  grow  big 
yield  well,  and  do  well  a.imost  everj'where.  Plant  same  as  other  pole  beans,  culti- 
vate, harvest  and  eat  in  the  same  way,  Y'ou  maj'  ask  whetr  it’s  titne  to  plant  beans. 
Well,  it’s  different  in  different  localities,  but  beans  should  be  planted  as  soon  as 
all  danger  of  frost  is  over.  You  eaxt  make  la^er  plantings  if  j’ou  like.  It’s  all  right 
to  do  so  but  just  as  well  plant  ail  of  v'our  j'ellow  or  green  pod  bush  varieties  when 
ever  t’ott  plant  and  have -it  over  with,  as  they  will  bear  as  long  as  the  weather 
is  favorable  if  t'ou  keep  them  picked.  The  pole  beans  maj'  be  planted  a little 
later  and  the  Limas,  both  pole  and  bush,  require  a long  season  so  should  he 
planted  whenever  j'ou  are  sure  that  warm  Aveather  has  come  to  stay.

One  time  I planted  cablsage  i^eed  in  December,  it  sta5^ed 
in  the  ground  all  -winter  and  made  a good  crop  of  very  early 
cabbage.  I used  the  EARLY  JERSEY  Vi'AKEFlELD.  If 
you  want  an  early  pointed  head,  that’s  the  one  to  use  and 
the  CHARLF.STOX  IVAKE FIELD  for  a little  later. 

But  let  me  tell  you  about  the  COPENHAGEN,  some- 
times called  NORSE5IAN.  It’s  an  early  round  head, 
solid,  crisp  and  good  and  the  best  thing' 
in  the  cabbage  line  that  ever  happened. 

You  can  plant  it  either  as  an  early  varie- 
ty or  a late  one.  the  heads  are  round, 
solid  and  large,  that  is  they  tviil  weigh 
from  five  to  fifteen  pounds 

But  some  folks  want  winter  cabbage, 
something  to  use  when  the  ground  is 
frozen.  They  nearly  always  plant  the 
Ballhcad  or  Hollander,  Fate  Fiat  Dutch 
or  World  Beater,  because  these  kinds  will 
stand  lot.s  of  hardship  during  the  summer, 
such  as  drought  and  worms,  then,  when 
the  f.all  rains  begin,  they  will  make  good, 
big  heads,  sometimes  not  as  solid  as  the 
earlier  sorts,  but  good  keepers  and  very 
satisfactory,  but  at  that,  I am  not  sure 
they  are  any  better  than  the  Conenhagen. 

You  can’t  always  strike  it  right  on  cab- 
bage, though. 

One  time  I was  a.sked  if  there  was  any- 
thing to  do  with  the  earlj'  cabha.ge  that 
was  bursting  and  spoiling  in  August.  Sure 
there  is.  It’s  the  best  time  in  the  vear 
to  make  Kraut,  and  the  fact  that 'the 


cabbage  is  bursting  is  in  itself  proof  that  it’s  crisp  and 
good  The  v.’oather  is  hot,  day  and  night.  The  Kraut  will 
make  quickly  and  as  soon  as  it  reaches  the  proper  stage 
to  suit  vou  (taste  it  and  seel  just  simply  can  it  in  yias'.n 
'sa'me  a.s  you  would  fruit.  It’s  easy  to  do,  then  tlie 
1 otlmr  is  all  over,  till  you  get  hungry  for  Kraut,  whicn 
will  be  frequently.  How  do  you  make  it?  I can  tell  you 
about  that  too,  for  I make  some  every  year  and  liKe  n. 
Evervbodv  should  eat  it.  Nothing  in  the  whole  list  of  eats 
will  do  vo'u  as  much  good  as  Kraut,  no  matter  whether  you 
a-''e  Dut'ch  Irish  or  American.  Here’s  how.  Shave  it  fine, 
remo"-e  the  hearts  and  all  enter  leaves.  Use  a stone  jar. 

As  you  fill  the  jar,  crush  the  -cabbage  and 
keep  it  pressed  down  tightly.  In  crush- 
ing, use  an  inch  board  a’oout  six  inches 
wide  and  two  feet  long  and  pound  the 
cabbage  well,  using  the  end  of  the  board. 
(I  use  the  slaw  cutter).  Add  salt  at  the 
rate  of  a pound  to  five  gai.ons  of  Kraut. 
When  jar  is  nearly  full  there  should  be 
enough  juice  to  cov^er  the  cabbage  well. 
Cover  the  cabbage  with  a platter,  big 
plate  or  something  that  will  not  be  af- 
fected by  the  acid  or  that  Avill  impart  a 
bad  taste.  I use  a piece  of  plate  glass,  A 
weight  should  be  put  on  and  for  this  I 
use  a rock  or  p.aving  brick  about  fifty 
pounds.  Set  the  jar  whore  the  juice  can 
run  over.  Y’hen  fermentation  ceases, 
add  boiled  salts’  water  to  keep,  the  jar 
full  and  running  over  a little. 

Mans’  want  to  keep  the  cabbage.  Let 
them  grow  till  nearls'  time  for  freezing- 
weather.  Pull  the  cabbage,  roots  and  all. 
set  in  a double  row,  just  as  thes’  are, 
heads  down.  Dig  a trench  around  them, 
throwing-  the  dirt  on  the  cabba.sre.  In 
winter,  chop  them  out  of  the  ground.

Being  Scotch  does  not  hinder  - me  from  enjoying-  a good  Irish  sten-.  although  the 
younger  relative  of  the  Irish  stew,  called  Bergoo,  suits  me  too.  Bergoo  is  the  best 
thing  in  the  world  for  a stag  party  or  a lodge  supper.  Bergoo  for  ten  people:  Two  and 
one-half  pounds  beef  cut  in  one-half  inch  cubes.  Five  pounds  potatoes  cut  in  cubes.  One-half  pound  carrots.  One 
pound  cabbage.  Salt  and  pepper.  Cook  the  meat  seven  hours.  Cover  tvith  water  and  see  that  it  does  7rot  stick  in 
cooking.  Add  vegetables.  Boil  briskly  for  two  hours.  It  should  be  mushy  tvhen  done.  Add  salt,  pepper  and  butter 
to  taste  when  almost  done.  Nothing  to  hinder  you  from  adding  corn,  tomatoes,  beans,  green  limas  are  good  and  if  no 
one  is  looking  you  might  even  drop  in  an  onion  or  pimento  pepper.  This  receipt  is  furnisb-ed  by  my  old  friend,  H.  J. 
Sawyer,  who  has  ciuite  a reputation  as  a Pei-goo  maker  among  the  A.  B.  I',  and  ivtasonlc  rirc’cs  and  stag  parties.  And 
he  says  be  sure  and  prepare  for  second  helpings.  We  can  supply  the  seed  to  grow  all  the  vegetables  in  these  dishes. 
^ ou  can  hustle  the  other  things  somehow,  don't  forget  the  pepper  and  salt  and  carrots. 


Cucumbers 


When  you  plant  cucumbers  you  do  so  in  order 
that  you  may  grow  the  kind  of  a cucumber  that 
you  like  and  for  the  purpose  for  which  you  desire 
it.  You  wouldn't  plant  a CHICAGO  PICKLING 
for  an  early  slicer.  Oh  Xo!  You’d  pick  the  COOL* 
AND  CRISP  for  that  and  if  you  want  the  little  fel- 
loAvs  of  uniform  shape  and  size  for  canning,  you 
would  want  the  EARLY  RUSSIAN.  For  midsum- 
mer pickling  varietv  and  one  that  will  make  sheers 
later,  use  the  EARLY  FORTUNE  or  the  DAVIS 
PERFECT,  and  for  pickling  when  ripe,  the  COOL 
AND  CRISP  is  best.

The  J.VP.-VNESE  CLIMBINti  was  thought  to  be  a 
novelty  for  a long  time.  It  is  a peculiar  type. 
It’s  a climber.  Use  it  in  place  of  a climbing  rose 
if  you  like  and  as  my  friends  on  the  tvest  would 
say,  if  you  want  little  pickles,  pick  them  little, 
if  you  want  big  slicers,  pick  them  tvhen  they  get 
big. 


Here’s  the  way  we  make  sweet  pickles:  Take  one 
gallon  of  the  little  fellows  like  you  buy,  about 
three  inches  long  or  bigger  ones  split.  Place 
them  in  an  earthen-ware  container.  Cover  with 
water  to  which  has  been  added  one  ctip  of  salt. 
Let  them  remain  in  the  salt  water  twelve  hours. 
Drain  well  and  .soak  in  ice  water  for  three  or  four 
hours.  Change  water  and  ice  once  or  twice.  Get 
vinegar  at  grocery  that  has  been  over  sweet 
pickles,  mix  it  half  and  half  with  good  new  vine- 
gar. add  one  small  tabh  spoonfu.l  cinnamon  and 
one-eighth  teaspoonful  mustard  in  bag,  with  one- 
half  cup  sugar.  I^cil  well  and  pour  over  cucum- 
bers in  Mason  jars  and  seal.  That’s  all  there  is 
it.  Easy  as  falling  of  a log.  Trj^  it.

Alfalfa  has  been  a mmiey  making  crop  in  every  locality  tvhere  it 
has  been  tried  where  it  has  had  an  opportunity  to  make  good.  Just 
whj'  it  is  that  farmers  wiil  .^ow  Cllover  year  after  year  and  lose  the 
crop  on  account  of  unfavorable  weather,  but  quit  a.fter  their  first 
failure  with  Alfalfa,  is  more  than  I can  understand.  i^lfalfa  is 
nothing  new,  it’s  supposed  to  be  the  grass  that  X.  buchadnezzar  ate, 
2,000  years  before  Christ,  so  it  should  be  firmly  established,  and  now 
in  this  day  of  prosperity  they  are  erecting  mills  for  the  purpose  of 
manufacturing  food  products  from  Alfalfa  and  I have  eaten  some  of 
it,  cake  and  cookies  made  from  Alfalfa  flour  and  it  isn’t  so  bad 
either.

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I never  expect  to  retire.  I detest  a man 
who  is  willing  to  rust  out.  I have  never 
taken  a vacation  in  my  life  with  one  single 
exception  of  two  weeks,  but  as  I grow 
older,  I would  like  as  far  as  possible  to 
select  and  do  the  things  that  please  me 
most  and  so  I have  selected,  partly  as 
my  playground.  Gladioli  and  Peonies, 
and  I am  going  to  plant  just  the  varieties 
I like  and  no  more.  I expect  to 
try  out  a few  new  varieties  an>l 
tell  you  my  opinion  of  them  and 
I also  expect  to  divide  with  you, 
if  you  want  some  of  them,  giv- 
ing you  the  advantage  of  my 
experience. 


Gladioli 


The  NIAGARA  in  habit  of 
growdh  is  very  much  like  the 
America  and  the  Cliicaga 
White,  but  in  color  it  is  different  from 
either.  It  belongs  to  the  yellow,  I 
guess,  although  some  describe  it  as  a 
desirable  cream.,  I don’t  know  as  it  is 
necessary  to  say  “desirable  cream’h 
because  all  cream  is  that,  if  it  is 
cream,  but  Niagara  does  not  belong  in 
the  skimmed  milk  class.  Rome  even 
describe  it  as  a canary-yellow,  but 
there  are  splotches  of  red  here  and 
there  which  make  it  a vei’y  unusual 
variety,  but  one  that  harmonizes  and 
one  that  is  extremely  beautiful. 

The  length  of  season  is  about  the  same  as 
those  described  before  with  the  exception  of 
the  HAIitiEY.  The  length  of  season,  however, 
will  depend  som.ewhat  upon  weather  ’conditions 
and  the  time  you  plant. 

The  SCHWABEN  is  a rank  grower,  very 
prolific  and  belongs  to  the  yellow  class;  a 
clear  canary-yellow  but  will  fade  within  a 
3W  days  to  a sulphur  color.  This  is  ve->~y  distinct 
and  a very  good  one. 

I suppose,  of  course,  since  we  have  reds  and  whites, 
that  it  would  be  very  natural  for  you  to  want  blue 
ones,  too.  A number  of  years  ago  I supplied  for  a 
patriotic  meeting.  Gladioli  in  red,  white  and  blue. 


Gladioli  as  cut  flowers  are  appropriate  for  all  occasions; 
anyone  can  grow  them.  If  you  were  to  ask  me  how  to 
grow  Gladioli  I would  say  promptly,  if  you  know  how  to 
grow  potatoes  you  can  grow  Gladioli  in  the  same  way.  Plant 
thehi  in  the  spring-  as  early  as  you  can,  even  if  the  ground 
does  freeze  afterward,  it  will  do  no  harm  if  the  bulbs  do  not 
actually  freeze.  The  early  bloomers  are  always  more  de- 
sirable. Gladioli  have  no  odor,  consequently,  you  need  not 
hesitate  to  send  a bouquet  to  the  hospital  or  to  your  sick 
friends.  It  is  both  the  poor  man’s  and  rich  man’s  flower, 
and  the  splendid  thing  about  it  is  that  you  may  “eat  your 
pie  and  have  it’’,  because  Avhen  you  grow  a splendid  bloom 
A'ou  also  groAV  a splendid  bulb  and  a small  family  of  bulblets, 
Avhkh,  when  planted,  same  as  young  onions,  will  not  bloom 
the  first  year  but  Avill  produce  blooming  size  bulbs. 
Gladioli  must  be  taken  up  and  kept  in  a A'ery  dry 
place  during  the  Avinter  Avhere  they  Avill  not  freeze. 
I once  had  a very  fine  old  lady  friend  Avho  Avould 
take  her  Gladioli  in  the  fall,  pull  off  the  outer  husks 
or  leaves,  dry  them  and  put  them  in  a paper  sack 
and  keep  them  OAer  Avinter  in  a bureau  draAver  in  the 
liAung  room;  noAA-  you  knoAA'-  hoAV  to  keep  them. 

First  of  all  I Avant  to  tell  y'ou  about 
A3IEKICA.  When  America  Avas  first  intro- 
duced, the  small  bulbs  sold  as  high  as 
$2.00  each.  This  A'ariety  I consider  one 
of  the  best,  perhaps  the  name  has  some- 
thing to  do  Avith  it,  but  it  is  a beautiful 
pink.  There  is  a little  controA'ersj'  about 
Avhether  America  is  salmon  pink  or  a 
light  pink,  but  anyway  it  is  beautiful.  It 
is  a strong,  heavy  groAver.  The  stalks 
arc  erect  and  strong  enough  that  they 
seldom  eA'er  go  doAAUi  and  are  not  so 
tall  as  to  be  top-heavy. 

The  CHICAGO  WHITE  is  a neAV  favor- 
ite. The  habit  of  groAvth  is  very  much  the 
same  as  Anmrica,  before  they  bloom  you 
might  easily  think  they  were  all  Ameri- 
cas, but  the  Chicago  White  is  one  of  the 
finest  whites  in  the  list  and  you  Avill  like 
it,  I’m  sure. 


The  HAELEY  is  a variety  belonging  in 
the  pink  or  red  class,  not  as  red  as  the 
3Irs.  Francis  King,  Avhich  it  very  much 
resembles  as  a bloomer,  but  in  habit  of 
groAvth  it  is  quite  different.  It  is  of  me- 
dium size,  a good  free  bloomer  and  A’ery 
desirable  and  early. 

MRS.  FRANCIS  KING  is  a beautiful 
brilliant  vermilion-scarlet.  In  habit  of 
groAvth  I might  say  that  it  is  progressiA-e 
or  high  minded.  None  of  its  relatiA^es  are 
so  tall,  in  fact,  you  might  almost  call  it 
long  legged.  It  should  be  planted  deep, 
set  the  bulbs  with  the  tip.- 
up,  of  coarse,  about  four  to 
8 inches  apart  in  the  roAv 
and  6 or  8 inches  de^p,  and 
then  as  they  groAV,  hoe  dirt 
around  them  so  they  will 
finally  be  about  eight  inches 
deep.  This  wdll  cause  them 
to  produce  stronger  blooming- 
stems,  as  Avell  as  causing 
their  habit  of  groAvth  to  be 
more  erect.  Without  this 
the  Mrs.  Francis  King  would 
be  very  likely  to  topple  over 
in  wet  Aveather. 
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Gladioli  - Continued 


I used  the  WAR,  CHICAGO  WHITE  and  BARON 
Hl'LOT,  which  is  -without  a doubt  the  best  blue  on  the 
ma.rket  today.  The  BLUE  JAY  is  very  similar,  but 
^lalltT  and  not  so  good.  If  you  tvant  a red,  the  same  kind 
of  a red  that  you,  use  to  flag  a t’'ain,  get  the  Gladiolus 
( ailed  WAR.  It  is  described  as  a deep  blood  red, 
shaded  to  crimson-black.  If  red  is  at  ail  becoming  to 
you,  you  will  like  the  War.  And  then  there  is  a white 
one  that  1 want  to  tell  you  about  in  this  connection, 

and  I Avill  have  you  know  that  it  is  no  ordinary  white, 
either.  I don't  know  anything  about  the  origin  of  either 
War  ou  Peace,  but  I knotv  they  came  into  common  use 
about  1917,  and  because  of  their  excellence  they  have 

l.oth  remained  favorites,  in  fact  they  are  becoming  more 
poiDular  each  year. 

The  PEACE  is  a Avhite,  a big  white,  with  some  color,  per- 
haps sort  of  a pale  violet  "on  the  lower  petals.  Growing  on 
a .strong,  upright  staik,  and  I feel  that  too  much  cannot 
be  said  in  favor  of  this  fine  variety. 

The  PANA3I.-\  is  a variety  that  1 like  very  imuch.  It  is 
really  a very  beautiful  thing,  but  there  is  one  thing 

about  it  that  I criticise  most  severely;  it  is  sometimes 

substituted  for  A3IEK1CA.  It  is  a little  longer,  perhaps 
lieavier,  a little  more  definite  pink  or  deeper  pink.  It  is 
a beauty  all  right,  but  not  an  America. 

There*  is  one  variety  that  tvill  always  stick  out  prom- 
inently wherever  there  are  beautiful  Gladioli,  and  that  is 
ihe  PKINCEPS.  It  is  as  red  as  B ar  but.  as  though  it  were 
not  satisfied  with  that,  it  is  marked  with  white  on  the 
lOAver  portion,  which  really  serves  to  intensifj'  the  beauty 
of  it.  With  regard  to  its  habit  of  groAvth,  it  is  not  as 
large  as  some  of  its  brothers  but  it  is  medium  size,  a 
good,  free  bloomer,  and  requires  about  the  same  season 
as  the  at  erage  Gladiolus. 

The  E3IPRESS  OF  INDIA  is  one  of  the  prettiest  velvety 
varieties.  Rich,  daik  maroon  in  color.  In  habit  of 
groAvth  it  is  not  large,  the  blooming  stems  are  sometimes 
even  short,  but  the  rich  color  is  there  and  it  is  bcautif'al 
and  prominent,  even  though  it  may  sometimes  be  smalh 

I am  going  to  try  a few  of  the  PRINCE  OF  WALES  again. 
It  IS  a nice  big  name.  It  is  described  as  being  something 
iike  the  HALLEY  but  larger,  taller  and  earlier,  and  is  of 
a cliarming  coral  pink.  I think  this  is  one  that  I Avill 
AA-ant  to  keep  and  I Avill  diA'ide  Avith  you  if  you  AA-ant 
some  of  them. 

The  T\TLLY  AVIG3IAN  does  not  by  any  inean.s  complete 
the  list  but  it  is  the  last  one  I expect  to  mention  because 
this  is  nough  to  catalog.  There  are  hundreds  of  others 
some  of  them  may  be  as  good  as  these,  but  I am  only 
telling  you  of  those  that  I know  about.  H'illy  A^’iginan 
is  a cPciamy  Avhite  with  a scarlet  blotch.  It  is  a \-ery 
extraordinary  variety,  a free  bloomer  and  a rank  grower. 

If  you  Avill  come  to  Washington  this  year  in  July  or 
August  I AA'ill  be  glad  to  show  you  some  of  these  varieties 
and  some  others  and  will  be  glad  to  have  you  tell  me 
about  the  success  that  you  have  made  in  groAving  these 
and  other  sorts.  If  you  have  anything  that  has  given 
you  exceptional  satisfaction.  I Avould  appreciate  it  if 
you  Avould  send  me*  a fetv  of  the  blooms  Avith  a full  de- 
scription, so  that  I may  catalog  them  another  year  if

Then  I have  a mixture  that  I want  to  tell  apu  about.
